In a recent New York Times, there is a sketch of Prem¬ 
ier Stanley Baldwin, “Britain’s master of crises who aims 
at conserving liberalism anjj keeping world peace. Al¬ 
though the article pays tribute to his steadying influence 
in times of stress, to his family background and tlieir in¬ 
fluence on his development, it enlivens the serious treat¬ 
ment with little incidents typical of this most powerful 
personage of Britain. 

“He is the despair of Westend tailorh' who deplore him 
a sartorial Bolshevik. He wears tweed suits cut for com¬ 
fort, and wears hea,vy boots, trudging through London as 
if her crowded streets were lanes of Worcestershire.” 

“Apparently it is his desire to look like everybody else. 
Not one person in a hundred notices this, man, although he 
is usually shadowed by two other men as unconcerned as 
himself. , — , —

“Scores of anecdotes are told of him. Lord Roseberry 
used to say that \Raldwin was the only Prime Minister 
whose name he could never remember. At a reception giv¬ 
en by the Duke of York, an unknown was stopped at the 
door ‘Here is a gentleman who has forgotten his card, 
and he says he is the Prime Minister,’ said the footman. 
And so at Buckingham Palace. In the court uniform Bald¬ 
win was so effectively disguised that on mgre than one 
occasion he was asked to remain at respectful distance 
from Their Majesties. He is the man of whofoi Lord Curz- 
on said ‘a man of no consequence-whatsoeVer’.” 

Yet this is the man to whom Britain turns in crise?. He 
walks with the majority down the middle of the road, 
avoiding extremes. His party, and the. nation, trust him.

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PATTULLO’S APPEAL 


Readers of the dailies of Alberta have" been comment¬ 
ing on the advertisement which Premier Pattullo of B.C.' 
has published in the daily press of other provinces, ad¬ 
dressed to “the people of Canada.” He has assumed the 
burden of placing before the people in the most effective 
wa y—through the medium of the printed word—certain 
facts which concern not only British Columbia, but all 
provinces, and particularly Western provinces. Although 
the weeklies are not beneficiarjes of this publicity, yet 
they are passing on certain of the information contained 
in the message, because it is hi general interest that the 
facts should be faced and discussed. Although his figures 
are naturally drawn from British'Columbia statistics, 
they have important bearing on other provinces. 

Stating that since Confederation the Pacific province 
has suffered under a number of disabilities, resulting in 
the present situation, he urges that there be named a 
commission after the general election, to determine the 
claim of the province for readjustment of its relation to 
the Federal government in respect to matters rising out 
of the terms' of Union. The per capita grants given to 
the provinces under-the B.N.A. Act, were in lieu of cus¬ 
toms and excise receipts surrendered to the Federal au¬ 
thority. From Confederation to March 31, 1934, the Do¬ 
minion has received in customs receipts from B.C. $347,- 
000,000; the province has received in return by way of 
subsidy $27,000,000. The per capita grant of 80 cts. per 
head was intertded to provide for education, hospitals, 
legal administration, etc., yet these services cost the prov 
ince $8,000,000 annually, while the grant is less than 
$600,000. — 

Turning to trade restrictions, the article says that since 
the union, the province has been forced to buy in costly 
protected markets and to sell in cheap competitive mar¬ 
kets. Adverse freight rates and tariff restrictions' have 
resulted in an adverse balance of trade between British 
British Columbia and Eastern Canada of more than fifty 
million dollars annually. And despite this B.C. has more 
than paid its way ifi the Confederation through direct 
contribution^ to the Dominion treasury.. 

But this condition cannot continue indefinitely, and the 
recommendation is that there be regional tariff adjust¬ 
ments or competition in lieu thereof; that there be ad¬ 
justment of freight rates on a basis of equality and that 
tariff handicaps must be recognized. 

The permanent unemployment problem must be recog¬ 
nized, and primary responsibility rests on the dominion.

SEARCHING FOR FACTS 


“Fact finding from every angle possible will be the ob¬ 
jective of the soil drifting committee,” said Dr. Archibald 
of Dominion Experimental farms, in addressing the Can¬ 
adian Society of Agriculturists meeting in Edmohton 
last week. In the search for facts, the committee visited 
this district to interview local farmers who had spread 
straw to supplement cover crops in the battle against 
soil drifting. This experiment has proved satisfactory on 
several farms of this district, and the results were noted 
by the agriculturists. It is quite possible that High River 
may be a ce ntre for one of the ten. new illustration sta¬ 
tions which are being located’in the dry and semi-dry aXo- 
eas. Much time was taken at the convention in discussion 
of experiments and the efforts in'the Lethbridge area 
commanded attention and praise. 

The Lethbridge Experimental Station offers valuable 
suggestions for the use of cover crops. It. states , that
